ROUTE NOT DEFINITE 



AH roads will lead to Valley l-'orge 
tomorrow. Accommodations have been 
made at the I 'ark for 200.000 people 
upon the occasion of President 
Hoover's Memorial Day address, the 
tirst time in its century and a half of 
history thai this honor has befallen 
the historic shrine. 

The program will begin promptly at 
10:30 o'clock. Daylight-Saving Time, 
with the invocation by the Kt. Rev. 
Francis M. Tait, Bishop of the Diocese 
of Pennsylvania. To Isaac R. Penny- 
packer, of Ardmore. chairman of the 
Valley Forge Park Commission, will 
go the honor of presenting the people 
to the President (for such is the 
eticpiette on this occasion). 

The President's address, which will 
be broadcast over a nation-wide hook- 
up of stations, it is expected will last 
about a half hour. The benediction will 
be given by Dr. Frank Aydclotte. 
president of Swart hniore College. The 
singing of the national anthem will 
conclude the program. 

President and Mrs. Hoover arc 
expected to arrive in Philadelphia 
Friday afternoon. They will attend a 
banquet at the Union League, at which 
a portrait of the President by Pilesi 
Costa will be presented to him. 

President Hoover's route from the 
citv to Valley Forge will not be de- 
cided upon until Saturday morning, 
when the State Constabulary and 
secret service men go into conference. 
It is thought, however, that if the trip 
is made by motor, as it undoubtedly 
will, the route will be through Fair- 
mount Park and Montgomery Avenue 
to Valley Forge. 

Connections for Park 
A twenty-minute schedule will be 
maintained' by the Philadelphia and 
Western Railway from Sixty-ninth 
Street to Strafford station, connecting 
with busses of the Chester Valley Line 
direct to the Park. Busses of the 
Montgomery Puts Company, running 
along Lancaster Pike on a liftcen- 
minute schedule, will also connect with 
the Chester Valley Line to the Park. 



wo Main Line expresses of the Read- 
ing Railway leaving Philadelphia at , 
8:3r. and 10:36 will stop at Valley 
Forge. The Pennsylvania Railroad will 
stop all Schuylkill Valley trains at 
Betzwood. across the river from Valley 
Forge, and transfer passengers to the 
reservation by bus.

Memorial Chapel will be played by j 
Alexander McCurdy. organist of the 
Second Presbyterian Church, Philadel- 
phia. Mr. McCurdy has been a student 
of Anton P.rees, of the Curtis Institute 
of Music, and has given numerous 
carillon concerts at the P.ok Singing 
Tower in Mountain Lake. Ma. 

Kscorts to the Presidential party at 
the Park will be the First City Troop 
of Philadelphia and the 108th Field 
Artillery, in command of Colonel \\ il- ■ 
Ham A. March, secretary of the Park , 
Commission. Fully 2000 troops are 
expected to Hank the course to the 
grounds. 

No parking will be allowed on the 
I roads about the Park, but several pjirk- 
1 iug fields have been arranged at short 
distances from the scene of the cere- 
monies. The Gulph Road, running 
along the whole length of the Park, 
will be kept open to traffic. 

An amplifying system has been in- 
stalled so that persons not able to get 
near the speakers' stand may hear the 
address clearly.

Mental Hygiene in Industrial 
Relations Is Rotary Subject 

Dr. Baldwin L. Keyes, chief of the 
Child Psychiatric Clinic of Jefferson 
Hospital, was the speaker Tuesday at 
the meeting of the Bala-Cymvyd-Nar- 
berth Rotary Club. He was intro- 
duced by Dr. Barclay L. Jones. 

Dr. Kcyes spoke on the subject of 
mental hygiene in industrial relations! 
attacking the problem from the view- 
points of efficiency and social better- 
ment. He told ot the changed psy- 
chology of workers taken from creative 
handwork and put on a machine, with 
a resultant loss of enthusiasm. 

Rest periods for workers was shown 
to be a factor increasing efficiency and 
lowering the accident rate. In sonic 
cases quoted by the speaker, the crea- 
tion of a 10-niinutc recess in the morn- 
ing and afternoon has increased effi- 
ciency 25 per cent. 

The problem of mental caseswas 
discussed. "The difficulty." Dr. Kcyes 
said "is not in the cure of a menta 
case at the hospital, but in the rcstoral 
of the cured patient to society."

Information -as to how to combat 
the Japanese beetle, which may be ex- 
pected shortly on the Main Line, and 
in greater numbers than before, ac- 
cording to some prophets, was broad- 
cast this week by the Neighborhood 
Club of Bala-Cynwyd. 

The grubs, says Charles K. Hallo- 
well, of the Pennsylvania State Col- 
lege Extension service in the bulletin, 
continue to eat grass roots until the 
end of Mav. Around the first ot June 
it begins to pass through stages of de- 
velopment. The first is the change 
from grub to pupae. Then from the 
middle of June to the middle ot July 
the beetles emerge. From early July 
to the first of September the ieinale 
deposits 50-60 eggs in soil, preferably 
where grass is short and exposed to 
sun Seven to ten days later eggs 
hatch into grubs which remain in soil 
until the following June. 

For the control of grubs the follow- 
ing material is necessary: five pounds 
of arsenate of lead powder per 1000 
square feet of lawn and seventy-live 
pounds of dry bar sand. 

The method is to scatter, by band or 
with fertilizer distributor, the arsenate 
of lead with the dry bar sand as a 
carrier. The sand assists m equally 
distributing the arsenate. „ xir ... 

The time to do this is At OAt-tv, 
on all untreated areas. Distributed 
now. it will not he effective where 
grubs are now in the soil, but will con- 
trol the August hatch. Xeuly-hatched 
grubs are more susceptible to poison 
than full-grown grubs.

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Orchestra Presents Seventh 
Symphony in Final Concert 

The most ambitious program yet 
attempted was presented by the Main 
Line Orchestra in its final concert of 
the season at the Ardniore Theatre on 
Sunday evening before a good-sized 
audience. 

The feature of the program was 
Beethoven's Seventh Symphony, con- 
sidered by many critics as one which 
makes very considerable demands 
upon the skill of even the best pro- 
fessional orchestras.
